Hon. Joe Holt Died at His Home in 
Washington on the First 
Inst. 

A Native Breckenridge Countian 
Who Figured Conspicuously in 
United States History 

DURING PERILOUS TIMES. 



Washington, Aug. I.— Judge Joseph 
Holt, who was Judge Advocate i.eneral 
of the army, and at one time acted as 
.Secretary ot War, died at his residence 
in this city to-day. His deatli 
indirectly to a fall sustained a few days 
ago, but to which he paid little 
tion. 

Judge Joseph Holt was born in this 
county, January 5, 1W, and received his 
education at St. Joseph's College, Bards- 
town, and Centre College, Danville. He 
began the practice of law at Klizabeth- 
town in 1828. Removing to Louisville in 
1831, he was attorney for the Jefferson 
circuit until his departure for Fort liib- 
gon, Miss., in 1835. Here he speedily 
attained prominence in his profession, 
and in a speech made in favor of Kichard 
M Johnson in the national Democratic 
convention in 18:'.0 his reputation 
orator was established He was frequent- 
ly opposed to the celebrated lawyer, Ser- 
geant 8. PrentiBS, and was counsel for 
the city of Vicksburg in the famous suit 
involving the claims of the heirs of 
ilewlt Vies to the laud along the river 
front of that city. 

Holt returned to Louisville in 1842, 
afterward took a trip to Kurope, and 
upon his return was appointed Com- 
missioner of Patents by President Buch- 
anan. He became Postmaster (ieneral 
in 18511, and when John B. Floyd with- 
drew from the Cabinet in HHiO heassum- 
4\ charge of the War Department. He 
co-operated with (ien. Scott in providing 
against hostile demonstrations at the in- 
auguration of Lincoln in 1801 and in a 

While he had been a Douglas Democrat, 
Judge Holt now gave his earnest support 
to the Administration and upheld the 
I'nion cause everywhere. 

He was subsequently made Judge Ad- 
vocate Ueneral of the army by President 
Lincoln, was one of the Commissioners 
ap|H)inted to investigate claims against 
. the Department of the West, bore a con- 
spicuous part in various courts-martial 
and commissions, and acted as Judge Ad- 
vocate (ieneral at the trial of Booth, 
Mrs. Surratt and others implicated in the 
assassination of Lincoln, March 13. 18t!6,

FREEDOM CHURCH 

Some History of the Origin and 



Great Meetings Have Been H 
There in Years That Are 



(i.Muiiii.i., Kv., Ang. Mb, ISM free- 
dom church is situated about three or 
four miles North of Garfield snd sbout 
eight miles Fast of Hsr Jinsburg, the 
County seat of Breckenridge county. A 
more beautiful site for * church would 
he hard to find, as the pretty flat on 
which it stands is nearly surrounded 
with large o»ks, which keep off to s grest 
extent the blast* in winter, snd also fur- 
nish plenty of cool shade during the 

In slwut the year 1825, Cumlierland 
l'resbyterianism was first preached in 
this vicinity, at what was known then as 
Huckeby's School House, by Cosby C. 
McDowell. The people worshipped in 
this school house, and under a hush 
arbor until the year ISM, when it was 
decided by those who had licen convert- 
ed to Christ and to the Cumberland l'res- 
hyterian doctrine, that a church house 
waa needed. They, together with the 
then Baptist of the community, built a 
substantial log house, with the under- 
standing that it was free for people of all 
denominations of that community to 
worship in, therefore the title Freedom 
was given. 

For some unknown reason (supposed 
to be an oversight) the date of the chart- 
er members organization wa» not record- 
el, but thinking that it will interest 
s nnc who may read this sketch, we will 
give tiie names of the charter members 
as they stand recorded on the old church 
hook. They are as follows: William 
Macey, Stcrretl Heard, (ieo.
